If they find it difficult to say the 
sounds, say the sounds first and then see if they can hear the word. | 
e Explain that it is important when running the sounds in a word together | 
to check it sounds like a real word as some words are less regular (e.g. to). | 
Read the words the and my to the child if they don’t recognise them. Point 
out the letters that make the usual sound in each word (e.g. the t in to). | 
This will help them to remember these words.
